It's  exciting  for  children  to  meet 
others  their  own  age  -  all  of  whom  have  the 
same  problem  -  and  learn  that  these  problems 
need  not  keep  them  from  having  a  lot  of  fun 
once  they  know  what  to  do  about  them.

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IS  YOUR  CHILD  SAFE  IN  THE  CAR  ? 


Montana  public  health  and  school  nurses  now  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  a  program 
that  can  help  reduce  infant  and  child  injury  and  mortality  due  to  automobile  accidents. 

The  program  is  a  statewide  effort,  coordinated  by  the  Montana  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Division, 
to  encourage  Montana  parents  to  protect  infants  and  children  with  approved,  crash-tested  child 
and  infant  restraints  whenever  youngsters  ride  in  automobiles. 

Currently,  only  about  seven  percent  of  children  are  protected  by  child  restraints.  Studies 
show  that  faithful  use  of  restraint  devices  could  reduce  child  mortality  in  automobile  acci- 
dents by  90  percent. 

Nurses,  especially,  can  be  effective  in  educating  and  motivating  parents  to  utilize  child  re- 
straints, through  hospital  programs,  in  medical  clinics  and  through  personal  contacts.  Several 
programs  have  been  proposed:  I  .  • 

IN-HOSPITAL  PROGRAMS  —  Hospital  maternity  wards  are  an  ideal  setting  for  communicating  the 
infant/child  auto  safety  message  to  new  parents.     Learning  the  benefits  and  use  of  infant  car 
restraints  becomes  another  aspect  of  learning  to  care  for  and  protect  the  newborn. 

INFANT/CHILD  RESTRAINT  LOAN/RENTAL  PROGRAMS  —  Professional  groups  and  service  organizations 
can  promote  the  cause  of  child  auto  safety  by  making  safe  infant/child  restraints  easily 
available  to  parents  through  programs  that  rent  or  loan  safety  restraints  for  the  nine 
months  or  so  they  are  needed  for  the  infant.     Usually,  a  refundable  deposit  or  fee  is  paid 
that  is  considerably  less  than  the  cost  of  purchasing  the  safety  restraint. 

MEDICAL  CLINICS  AND  PERSONAL  CONTACTS  —  Parents  who  bring  their  children  to  see  pediatricians, 
mothers  obtaining  prenatal  care,  home  visits  and  other  medical  situations  offer  nurses  many 
opportunities  to  explain  to  parents  the  benefits  of  using  child/infant  restraints  for  all 
auto  travel.
